Student body presidential 
and vice-presidential candidates 
Andrew Huschka and Laura Ra- 
chelle White were found guilty 
of one major violation and inno- 
cent of four minor infractions by 
the Student Governing Associa- 



tion Elections Review Commit- 
tee on Thursday. However, due 
to the circumstances of the vio- 
lation, no major disciplinary ac- 
tions took place. 

The committee met Thurs- 
day for a three-hour hearing, 
which was partially closed to the 
public to protect the privacy of 
the parties involved. 



On Feb. 17, a minor infrac- 
tion was addressed by then-elec- 
tions commissioner Dave Hoff- 
man, senior in mass communi- 
cations and sociology, for a mis- 
placed campaign sign. The in- 
fraction stemmed from a com- 
plaint filed jointly by the Hen- 
ry/Stoskopf and Swift/Schultz 
campaigns and a sanction result- 



ed, which is essentially a warn- 
ing. 

"Robert and I filed those vi- 
olations because the rules for 
the elections are pretty clear- 
cut," said current student body 
presidential candidate Dalton 
Henry. "I would have expected 
if Wayne and I would have bro- 
ken a campaign regulation that 



another campaign would have 
taken the same action." 

Minor infractions are dealt 
with at the discretion of the elec- 
tions commissioner, and major 
infractions are handled by the 
Elections Review Committee.

Students stage pro-life protest in Aggieville

Members of the KSU Students for the 
Right to Life assembled on the corner of 
Manhattan and Anderson avenues in Ag- 
gieville to conduct a peaceful and silent 
protest to promote the idea of life starting 
at conception Saturday afternoon. 

"We've gotten a lot of support," said 
Jennifer Wellnitz, senior in animal scienc- 
es and industry and president of the orga- 
nization. "I really appreciate the commu- 
nity and their positive responses." 

The open protest initially had 1 1 par- 
ticipants, but because of harsh weather 
conditions, only three were left holding 
pro-life signs by the protest's close. 

Wellnitz said the organization strives 
to support life from conception until natu- 
ral death by educating the public and pro- 
moting public awareness of its cause. 

Students for the Right to Life meet 
twice each month and try to conduct some 
kind of public pro-life event regularly, 
Wellnitz said. Saturday's silent protest was 
the group's February event. 

Wellnitz said members plan to par- 
ticipate in a red postcard campaign to 
President Barack Obama in March, with 



each postcard representing one abortion. 
In April, the group plans to have a whole 
week of events dedicated to the pro-life 
movement. Group members are also re- 
sponsible for the Cemetery of Innocence, 
which periodically fills the quad with 
crosses. 

Wellnitz said the organization also 
participates in a larger national pro-life 
demonstration called the Silent Life Chain 
in October. 

Kevin Steen, freshman in environmen- 
tal design, was a participant in the demon- 
stration and a prospective member of the 
organization. He said he feels the pro-life 
cause is a good one, and he plans to be- 
come more involved with the movement. 

Patrick Ptomey, junior in landscape 
architecture and the organization's his- 
torian, said Students for the Right to Life 
tries hard to reach other pro-life students 
on campus and make the public aware of 
its cause. 

"We want to promote being pro-life 
advocates as opposed to just being pro- 
life," he said.

THIS DAY IN HISTORY... 



DR.SEUSSBORN 

On this day in 1904,Theodor Geisel, better known 
to the world as Dr. Seuss, the author and illustrator of 
such beloved children's books as"The Cat in the Haf'and 
"Green Eggs and Ham," was born in Springfield, Mass. 
Geisel, who used his middle name (which was also his 
mother's maiden name) as his pen name, wrote 48 books 
— including some for adults — that have sold well over 
200 million copies and been translated into multiple 
languages. 

Seuss' books are known for their whimsical rhymes 
and quirky characters, which have names like the Lorax 
and the Sneetches and live in places like Hooterville. 

Geisel graduated from Dartmouth College, where 
he was editor of the school's humor magazine, and 
studied at Oxford University. There he met Helen Palmer, 
his first wife, who encouraged him to become a profes- 



sional illustrator. In the U.S., 
Geisel worked as a cartoonist 
for a variety of magazines and 
in advertising. 

The first children's 
book that Geisel wrote and 
illustrated, "And to Thinkthat 
I Saw It on Mulberry Street," 
was rejected by more than two 
dozen publishers before mak- 
ing it into print in 1937. Geisel's" 
first bestseller, "The Cat in the Hat," was published in 
1957. In 1990, Geisel published a book for adults titled 
"Oh, the Places You'll Go" that became a hugely popular 
graduation gift for high school and college students. 

Geisel died September 24, 1991, at age 87.

Sebelius should make the most of Obama's nomination

Kansas is on the nation- 
al radar once again, and this 
time it is not for the absurd 
creationism versus evolution 
debate in public schools. Gov. 
Kathleen Sebelius has accept- 
ed the offer to serve as Sec- 
retary of Health and Human 
Services in President Barack 
Obama's cabinet at a time 
when health care reform has 
reached a tipping point. 

Considering her promi- 
nent appearances in the na- 
tional spotlight lately, it 
seemed like only a matter of 
time before Sebelius final- 
ly rose to the D.C. political 
scene. 

The health care debate 
in the United States has been 
raging recently, only slight- 
ly derailed by the pressing 
and immediate economic con- 
cerns of the time. In his ad- 
dress to the joint session of 
Congress Tuesday, President 
Obama stated that health 
care, along with energy and 
education, are the defining ar- 
eas in which we must invest to 
ensure our economic future. I 
couldn't agree more. 

As our current system 
leaves many Americans with- 
out basic health care - and 
the costs of health care are 
rapidly increasing for those 
who do have coverage - there 
is a general consensus from 
the American public that 
something needs to change. 
Yet Americans are ultimate- 
ly divided on how they think 
this change should occur. 
From market-based health in- 
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surance policies to a nation- 
al universal health care system 
and everything in between, 
a definitive answer to our 
health care woes has yet to be 
uncovered. 

With more Americans 
losing their jobs (and with 
that, any employer-provided 
health care they previously 
enjoyed), this is a critical time 
for our nation to find some 
answers. In fact, as President 
Obama pointed out, "In the 
last eight years, premiums 
have grown four times faster 
than wages. And in each of 
these years, one million more 
Americans have lost their 
health insurance." 

Legislators across the na- 
tion have shown their will- 
ingness to fight for an over- 
haul of the health care system. 
Sen. Ted Kennedy, D-Mass., 
has committed himself to be- 
ing a part of the health care 
reform efforts at this key mo- 



ment for change - even as he 
himself fights a form of brain 
cancer. As a seasoned senior 
member of the Senate, Kenne- 
dy's medical troubles through- 
out his life have been a lead- 
ing factor in his commitment 
to the cause and are a testa- 
ment to the importance of ac- 
cess to quality health care. 

So why Sebelius? Her 
proven ability to work across 
party lines as a two-term 
Democratic governor in a 
mostly Republican state and 
her prior work as a state in- 
surance commissioner provide 
credentials for the job. But 
Sebelius has tried a number 
of initiatives with health care 
in the state of Kansas and has 
been unable to reach the uni- 
versal health care goal she has 
often promoted. Yet I believe 
that her persistence and pas- 
sion for the issue - and for 
the well-being of the Amer- 
ican people - will serve her 



well when combined with her 
track record and experience. 

I am not naive enough 
to believe the road to health 
care reform will be easy. We 
have seen time and time again 
it is not. I do believe, howev- 
er, the citizens of the U.S. are 
ready for something new, and 
the stakeholders in the health 
care community are ready to 
find a solution. 

As President Obama re- 
cently said, "Health care re- 
form cannot wait, it must not 
wait, and it will not wait an- 
other year." Let's hope Gov. 
Sebelius can make Kansas 
proud and provide the neces- 
sary leadership in Washing- 
ton, D.C, to make major re- 
form a reality.

Limbaugh not so bad a leader for Republicans

Rahm Emanuel, President Barack Obama's 
chief of staff, spent Sunday painting Rush Lim- 
baugh as the leader of the GOP. How did we 
end up with an entertainer as our leader? He is 
no politician. Imagine if Michael Moore were 
the face of the Democratic party. But really, 
what's so bad about Rush? 

Just four years ago, George W. Bush had 
won re-election to the White House and was 
talking about using his electoral mandate to 
make substantial changes in Social Security and 
entitlement programs. 

Now we have talk of making some real 
change in entitlement programs once again. 
Obama selected Kansas Gov. Kathleen Sebelius 
on Saturday to head Health and Human Servic- 
es with an eye toward nationalized health care. 
Bush missed his window of opportunity to affect 



entitlement reform. 

Missed opportunities are only a small part 
of the equation to make Rush the effective GOP 
head. The greater part is the lack of a true leader 
in public office. Now, when I say "true leader," I 
do not mean simply a senator who can line up 
votes or a governor who runs a tight ship. Ideo- 
logical purity and oratorical skill are required to 
satisfy today's Republican Party. 

Bush was never a great orator, and conser- 
vatives were always suspicious of John McCa- 
in's conservative bona fides. With the last two 
presidential candidates out of the running, par- 
ty leadership usually falls to governors and Con- 
gressional representatives. However, Sen. Mitch 
McConnell and Rep. John Boehner are not seen 
as contenders for Bush's vacated throne, in spite 
of being the minority leaders in their chambers. 

There are several up-and-comers on the 
governors' side, but they tend to be young. Sarah 
Palin delivers great speeches, but she has been 
squishy on conservative pet issues like immi- 
gration. Bobby Jindal delivered what was wide- 
ly regarded as a terrible response to Obama's ad- 
dress to Congress last week, and Mark Sanford 
is untried on the national scene. Govs. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger and Charlie Crist are loathed 
by the right wing for fiscal and social centrism. 

Next come the ex-politicos. Mitt Romney 
won the Conservative Political Action Confer- 
ence straw poll for the third year, but he's been 



viewed as a conservative of convenience. Newt 
Gingrich and Rudy Guliani have divorces and 
alleged infidelities tying them down. 

Then comes the white knight on a shin- 
ing horse, Rush Limbaugh. He's pure as a lamb 
ideologically, the radio show host with by far 
the largest audience, and as a private citizen, his 
struggle with a drug addiction can be glossed 
over. Rush has had a nationally syndicated radio 
show since 1988, and he speaks directly to the 
conservative faithful on a daily basis. No politi- 
cian has quite that power, and with elected Re- 
publican politicians in disarray, it was natural 
for Rush to eventually enjoy a position of power. 

Without a political position, Rush has no 
actual say over Republican policy. He speaks to 
the heart of the Republican party, though, and 
has influence through grassroots support for his 
ideas. It might be that having Rush as the leader 
of the GOP shows a power vacuum in the struc- 
ture, but ultimately, this is no killing stroke. 

Leaders with no political position have to 
be much more responsive to the public will. If 
Limbaugh does something to lose all of his lis- 
teners, then poof - no influence. Isn't such con- 
ditional influence the essence of democracy?

stage kiss before, let alone 
kissed a guy," he said.

To summarize the heart 
of the play "Doubt," Fa- 
ther Flynn, played by Eric 
Voecks, senior in theater, 
posed the question: "What 
do you do when you are not 
sure?" 

The Manhattan Arts 
Center presented three 
showings of the Pulitzer 
Prize-winning play during 
the weekend, with more 
performances scheduled for 
this week. 

"It's a story of ideas, the 
conflict of ideas," said direc- 
tor R. Michael Gros. 

The play takes place 
in St. Nicholas, a Catho- 
lic school in the Bronx in 
1964. 

St. Nicholas has just 
gotten its first black stu- 
dent, Donald Muller, and 
it doesn't take long for 
the school principal, Sis- 
ter Aloysius, to grow suspi- 
cious of the relationship be- 
tween Flynn and 12-year- 
old Muller. 

Voecks said he had put 
a lot of thought into devel- 
oping a background for his 



character, but he refused to 
reveal whether he thought 
Flynn was guilty. 

LeAnn Winter, grad- 
uate student in commu- 
nication studies, said she 
drew inspiration for Sister 
Aloysius from a childhood 
teacher and a school secre- 
tary she disliked. Her char- 
acter is forceful and cold on 
the outside but with star- 
tling glimpses of humani- 
ty and humor inside. Sister 
Aloysius is the only charac- 
ter sure of Flynn's guilt, and 
her certainty has to stand up 
to the overwhelming doubts 
of the other characters. 

Olivia Marsh, senior in 
theater, plays Sister James. 
She is the most conflicted 
character, struggling with 
her opinions of Father Fly- 
nn as well as her own prob- 
lems being the new teacher 
at the school. 

Mrs. Muller, played by 
Ashley Renia Glover, soph- 
omore in speech and pre- 
law, had the smallest role, 
but reveals secrets during 
her short time on stage.

K-State manages win in front of Wildcat legends

K-State's Legends Weekend began 
with a wild game as the men's basket- 
ball team defeated the Nebraska Corn- 
huskers 77-72 in Bramlage Coliseum on 
Saturday night. 

K-State, (20-9, 8-6 Big 12 Confer- 
ence) which was coming off a tough loss 
to Missouri on Wednesday, came out 
strong offensively and jumped on the 
Cornhuskers 11-4 early in the first half. 

Nebraska (16-11, 6-8 Big 12) then 
went on a 7-0 run to tie the game with 
12:36 left in the half. Both teams trad- 
ed baskets for the rest of the half, but 
the Cornhuskers took a 32-30 lead into 
halftime on a Ryan Anderson 3 -pointer 
at the buzzer. 



"We knew Doc Sadler would have 
his guys ready to go," said head coach 
Frank Martin. "There isn't anyone in the 
country that can get players to play bet- 
ter and harder together than he does." 

The second half was much like the 
first half - neither team was able to take 
control of the game. K-State would go 
on a scoring run and then the Corn- 
huskers would counter with a run of 
their own. 

But when K-State needed a spark, 
it came from an unlikely source - Buchi 
Awaji. 

The Wildcats were down 49-50 
with 10:58 left in the game when Martin 
switched his defensive strategy to full- 
court pressure. On the ensuing Corn- 
husker possession, K-State knocked 
the ball loose and senior forward Dar- 



ren Kent ended up with the ball on the 
floor. 

He was able to find Awaji under 
the basket, and Awaji slammed the ball 
home. 

"When I got the ball, all I saw was 
the rim," Awaji said. "I knew I could get 
up there and put it down." 

The dunk sparked a Wildcat 9-0 
run, which kept Nebraska at bay un- 
til the end of the game. But Awaji was 
there once again to save the day. 

With 19 seconds left in the game, 
K-State was up 71-67. Nebraska's Cook- 
ie Miller drove the lane and had a wide- 
open lay-up, but Awaji came across the 
lane and blocked Miller's shot. 

"I felt like I just had to get up and 
get it," Awaji said. 

K-State then hit eight consecutive 



free throws to seal the victory. 

Jacob Pullen led the Wildcats with 
18 points. Denis Clemente and Darren 
Kent had 14 and 13 points, respective- 
ly. Awaji ended the game with 10 points 
- seven of which came in the second 
half. 

Nebraska was led by Ryan Ander- 
son, who had 19 points. Ade Dagun- 
duro and Miller each scored in double 
digits with 16 and 14 points, respective- 

ly. 

A halftime ceremony honored for- 
mer Wildcat All-Americans Willie Mur- 
rell and Mitch Richmond, who were 
both present to see their jerseys retired. 

K-State is scheduled to travel to 
Stillwater, Okla., to play the Oklahoma 
State Cowboys on Tuesday. Tipoff is set 
for 6:30 p.m.

Cats lose 1st home game of season

In the end, it didn't seem 
to be too tough for senior point 
guard Shalee Lehning to look 
past the Wildcats' performance on 
the court Sunday afternoon. Her 
team quickly pushed past its first 
home loss of the season, gathered 
at center court and embraced the 
opportunity to celebrate a team- 
mate's prolific career while Lehn- 
ing's jersey was lifted to the Bram- 
lage Coliseum rafters. 

Lehning said she was con- 
cerned with the bigger picture on 
a day when 1980s greats Tammie 
Romstad and Priscilla Gary also 
saw their jerseys retired. 

"I was just determined to try 
and truly take in this day and all 
that it stands for," Lehning said. 
"These things just don't happen 
everyday." 

Prior to Lehning's ceremo- 
ny, her team fell to No. 12 Texas 
A&M, 71-45. The Wildcats (21- 
6, 8-6 Big 12 Conference) fell be- 
hind early in the first half as the 
physical Aggies (22-5, 9-5 Big 12) 
mounted a 17-0 run to take a 22-7 
lead with nine minutes remaining 
in the first half. 

"The first half was just a strug- 
gle for us because their defense 
was terrific and our offense was 
not on par with a top 10 team," 
said head coach Deb Patterson. 

The Wildcats did fight back 
following the Aggies' run, as ju- 
nior guard Kari Kincaid ended 
an eight-minute K-State shoot- 
ing drought with two consecutive 
3-pointers.

Still, the Aggies answered 
with a stronger punch as they con- 
tinued to hit shots and entered the 
halftime break leading the Wild- 
cats, 38-21. 

"Texas A&M, in every situ- 
ation where they needed to hit a 
shot, had players step up and hit 
the shot they needed," Patterson 
said. 

K-State made a push in the 
second half as it came out and 
shot significantly better than the 
previous 20 minutes. The Wild- 
cats began the half with an 8-2 
run as the offense finally found a 
rhythm. 

"It really took us 20 minutes 
to gather ourselves and begin to 
find opportunities to exploit their 



defense," Patterson said. 

The second-half offensive 
surge by the Wildcats cut the Ag- 
gie lead to nine after junior for- 
ward Ashley Sweat drove for a 
lay-up with 14:32 remaining. 

However, that was as close 
as the Wildcats got to the Aggies, 
as senior point guard Takia Starks 
took control of the Aggie offense. 

The Wildcats will close their 
home schedule on Wednesday 
night as they host No. 17 Texas. 
Lehning, Marlies Gipson, Dan- 
ielle Zanotti and Kelsey Nelson 
will be honored on Senior Night 
before playing their final game in 
Bramlage. 

Tipoff for Wednesday's con- 
test is set for 7 p.m. 



Student ticket options 
announced for 2009-10 



The Kansas State Athletics 
Department, working in conjunc- 
tion with the Kansas State Stu- 
dent Governing Association, has 
announced its student ticket plan 
for the 2009-10 football and bas- 
ketball seasons. 

Two ticket options will be 
given to students in 2009-10: a 
$330 iCAT combo plan, which 
includes added benefits; or a new 
$245 general admission combo 
package, to give students a cheap- 
er alternative. Students will only 
be offered combo tickets for the 
2009-10 seasons and will not be 
permitted to purchase football or 
basketball tickets separately. 

"SGA worked with the ath- 
letic department to develop the 
new pricing structure in order 
to avoid increasing student fees, 
which are the lowest in the Big 
12 Conference," said K-State Stu- 
dent Body President Lydia Peele. 
"The new ticket packages have 
two options for students - a high- 
er-priced package with more ben- 
efits, and a lower-priced package 
that is $20 less than last year's 
price. The tradition of students 
having the best seats in the Big 
12 continues here at K-State for 
both football and men's basket- 
ball." 

Purchasing the iCAT com- 
bo plan will provide students nu- 
merous perks over those obtain- 
ing the general admission pack- 
age. ICAT members will receive 
an ICAT T-shirt, premier seat- 
ing at both football and basket- 
ball games, which includes post- 



season and away games as well as 
the Iowa State football game at 
Arrowhead, early entry for men's 
basketball games, Ahearn Fund 
membership and an iCAT mem- 
bership card to redeem extra ben- 
efits throughout the year. 

"We believe that by reduc- 
ing the general admission combo 
price, more students will have the 
opportunity to purchase tickets," 
Peele said. "For the students who 
would like to receive more perks, 
such as an ICAT section at men's 
basketball games, and a student 
section for the games at Arrow- 
head and the Sprint Center, we 
are offering the higher priced op- 
tion." 

Students are encouraged to 
purchase their tickets on iSIS 
Marketplace immediately follow- 
ing their enrollment for the Fall 
2009 semester. Enrollment begins 
March 23. Tickets will be added 
to students' university account 
and must be paid in full before re- 
ceiving their tickets via e-mail in 
August. 

Students who do not pur- 
chase tickets prior to the July 7 
deadline will need to purchase 
tickets through the K-State athlet- 
ics ticket office. Each ticket pack- 
age purchased through the ticket 
office will increase by $10 and in- 
clude an additional $10 handling 
fee.

Cats defeat UC Riverside 
to win 1st match of spring

In its first match of the spring sea- 
son, the K-State men's golf team defeat- 
ed the University of California Riverside 
Highlanders by 19 strokes Friday after- 
noon at the Bighorn Golf Course.

They 
are ranked No. 18 and 50, respectively, 
by www.golfweekrankings.com. Those 
rankings place K-State at No. 57 in the 
country. 



Groves wins Big 12 indoor title

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PostSecret offers outlet for revelations, change

John P. Charlton patented the "Pri- 
vate Mailing Card" in 1861 as a way 
to quickly send a small bit of informa- 
tion. 

While a private postcard seems 
contradictory, Frank Warren found a 
way to make postcards' senders anon- 
ymous in his creation, PostSecret, an 
online blog. PostSecret is a digital form 
of deltiology, or postcard collecting, 
which features artistic expressions of 
guilt, love, regret, happiness and any 
other emotion. 

The Web site has shared more than 
2,500 anonymous confessions via post- 
card art from senders around the world 
since its creation in January 2005. 

Every Sunday, Warren updates the 
blog with approximately 20 new se- 
crets and e-mails from fans. 

Postings are not always thematic 
but have been coordinated to holidays 
and major events. 

However, Warren does not archive 
past postings so each postcard stays 
online only a week. 

Amanda Harris, freshman in so- 



cial work, said she has seen thousands 
of secrets in her four years of reading 
PostSecret. 

While she said she likes the light- 
hearted and humorous secrets, she also 
enjoys "the bittersweet and sad ones 
because that person went out on a 
limb to get something off their chest." 

"In four years, I don't think I've 
come across any secret I didn't like or 
at least appreciate," Harris said. 

Contents of secrets vary widely - 
there is no typical or standard secret. 
Because of this, almost any reader can 
find a connection to secrets posted. 

Lindsey Wepking, sophomore in 
management, said one of her favor- 
ite secrets had a picture of a traffic 
jam with the text, "You're worth every 
mile." 

"I interpreted it to mean that the 
secret-holder doesn't mind driving 
hundreds of miles for their love," said 
Wepking, "and I feel the same way." 

The very act of secret-telling is im- 
portant to some PostSecret readers. 

"The main point is that everyone 
has a secret," said Samantha Williams, 
sophomore in agriculture education. 
"PostSecret gives them a way to let 



go of that secret and take some of the 
weight off their chest." 

Warren started a lecture tour of 
college campuses to reach out to more 
people. 

In the introduction of "A Lifetime 
of Secrets: A PostSecret Book," War- 
ren wrote, "When I give PostSecret 
presentations at college campuses, my 
hope is that people I have never met 
will be inspired to change their lives 
through the secrets and stories being 
shared." 

Someone in need of more secrets 
can find them in Warren's four books 
that contain hundreds of pages of se- 
crets. 

The successes of these books have 
contributed to an industry of anonym- 
ity. 

"PostSecret gives you more in- 
sight to other people and what they go 
through," Williams said. "It makes you 
wonder what you don't know about 
those around you."

and White were accused 
of five infractions and only 
found guilty of one major vi- 
olation. Four of the five com- 
plaints discussed at the hear- 
ing were filed jointly by the 
Henry/Stoskopf and Swift/ 
Schultz campaigns. The oth- 
er was filed by a student liv- 
ing in the residence halls 
who could not be reached 
for comment at press time. 

The first complaint 
dealt with illegal signs for 
an open forum, which were 
hung by members of the In- 
state Marching Band before 
signs could legally be used to 
promote a campaign. 

The charges were 
dropped because the signs 
were hung by band members 
and not anyone from the 
Huschka/White campaign. 

The second complaint 
dealt with chalking that was 
too close to an entrance, 
but was dismissed after the 
chalking was measured. 

The third complaint 



dealt with a discrepancy in 
the campaign's expense re- 
port, but was dismissed be- 
cause the policy was misin- 
terpreted. 

The fourth complaint, 
which Huschka and White 
were found guilty of and 
sanctioned for, was an e- 
mail that accidently was sent 
over the College of Busi- 
ness Administration listserve 
rather than the Beginning of 
A Promising Profession list- 
serve. The e-mail was acci- 
dentally sent out over the 
CBA listserve by a secretary 
in the college who is respon- 
sible for all listserve e-mail- 
ing within the college itself. 

Since the act was illegal 
but unintentional and not ac- 
tually committed by a mem- 
ber of the Huschka/White 
campaign, only a sanction 
was issued. 

"We were found guilty 
of the violation in order to 
show people that this act 
did break the election code 
and regulations," White said. 
"However, since it was not 



provoked by our campaign 
and was just an honest mis- 
take by a faculty member un- 
affiliated with our campaign, 
no disciplinary actions were 
taken. It was never intended 
to gain an unfair advantage 
over other candidates." 

The fifth complaint 
was hied by a residence hall 
member and dealt with the 
alleged misplacement of 31 
posters on walls and win- 
dows of one of the residence 
halls. 

Huschka and White 
had issued a letter with all 
of the rules to everyone who 
received a campaign post- 
er and the charges were 
dropped. 

"With our campaign, 
we've been trying to get as 
many students involved as 
possible with the SGA elec- 
tions process," Huschka said. 
"Many of them are unaware 
of the rules and regulations 
of SGA. We have informed 
our supporters of the rules. If 
you look closely at any cam- 
paign, because of the sensi-

tivity of the rules, mistakes 
have been made and are go- 
ing to be made." 

Huschka and White 
said they have committed all 
of their time to campaign- 
ing and have hied no com- 
plaints on any of the other 
campaigns. 

"The election rules and 
regulations are in place for 
a reason," said Amy Schultz, 
former vice-presidential can- 
didate and Student Senate 
chair. "If you look at student 
elections across the nation 
that don't have strict rules 
you can see the process has 
become out of control and 
students' reputations are 
damaged. In my opinion, it 
is very important that the 
rules be followed to ensure 
a fair and equal process for 
all candidates to make sure 
that one group of candidates 
doesn't have an unfair ad- 
vantage over another." 

Schultz also said that 
after the election is over, all 
candidates will meet to look 
at revising election policies.
